The Lincoln real estate board 
has filed with the city council a 
request th at if and w hen valua­ 
tions of real estate in th« » city are 
establLshed on a scientific basis 
for purposes of tax ation, w ay s and 
means be found throug h which all 
personal property will be m ade to 
bear its share of the tax load. For 
m any y ears the board has con­ 
tended th at m uch of the "burden” 
now carried by real e.state should 
be "shouldered by personal prop­ 
erty .” 
The council recently authorized 
the m ay or to appoint a com m ittee 
to study and recom m end to the 
council a prog ram for the setting 
up of a scientific valuation plan. 
The board’s sug g estion was re­ 
ferred to this com m ittee by the 
cc "cil M onday , for consideration. 
Ten thousand dollars was set 
u. 
in the 19 43-’44 appropriation 
w ith which to m ake the revised 
valuations. It is believed, how ­ 
ever, th at the sum is only about 
half enoug h to com plete the task. 
It is likely that .still m ore w ill be 
required if the personal property 
prog ram is fram ed. 
A num ber of y ears ag o funds 
w ere appropriated by the council 
for the sam e purpose, but never 
used, w hen the board insisted that 
a Lincoln m an be em ploy ed to 
m anag e 
the survey , 
instead of 
some one from outside the city . At 
the tim e, it had been planned to 
em ploy an ex pert who then was 
nearing the end of a sim ilar study 
in Omaha.

No high or lofty m otive—n ot even a 
d ecen t pu rpose—led them to “jin e” u p. 


Scarcely less im portan t than the d ecision s of 
a 
m ilitary character reached at Teheran , an d the call 
to the Germ an people to throw off the y oke of 
Hitlerism , was the appeal by Presid en t Roosevelt, 
Chu rchill an d Stalin to these satellite n ation s to 
m ake their d ecision . 
They can , an d they shou ld , 
be given special con sid eration if they rise u p again st 
the “n ew ord er.” 
It is a part of the sy stem of 
ju stice here at home to gran t special con sid eration 
to even a crim in al who plead s gu ilty an d spares 
the state expen se an d bu rd en of establishin g gu ilt. 
Nothin g cou ld be m ore sou n d than to d eal m ore 
gen erou sly w ith those satellite n ation s that ad opt 
a cou rse lead in g to an earlier con clu sion of the war, 
an d the savin g of hu m an life an d treasu re. 


The extrem e w ar w earin ess of these n ation s is 
a kn own fact. They wou ld like to get ou t bu t m ost 
of them are in the position of the m an who has 
hold of a bear an d d oes n ot kn ow how to let loose.

Always Party Politics 


W hen M rs. W heeler, character in Willa G ather’s 
great » tory , “On e of Ou rs,” expressed regret th at 
the d em ocrats w ere in pow er at the tim e of oiu r 
en try in to the last w ar an d her son told her th at 
he d id n ot thin k there was an y party politics in 
the m atter, she replied : “I’ve n ever y et fou n d a 
pu blic qu estion in which there w asn ’t party poli­ 
tics.” 
An d the N ebraska farm woman was qu ite 
right. 
Ever sin ce Jefferson an d Ham ilton gathered 
their followers in to w hat W ashin gton referi'ed to as 
“faction .s,” ^bu t which we n ow kn ow as parties, 
partisan politics has had plen ty to d o w ith the 
d isposition of every pu blic qu estion . 
Real statesm en who hold the w elfare of the 
en tire n ation above party ad van tage en d eavor to 
avoid su d i situ ation s, bu t their efforts have alw ay s 
been in vain . 
Political tricksters, prin cipally In ­ 
terested in carry in g their own d istricts or states, 
project false or m islead in g issu es to befool the 
voters who place relian ce u pon them , an d in too 
m an y cases they su cceed . 
In other cases in flexible 
partisan s habitu ally oppose an y thin g proposed by 
a lead er w earin g the other party label. There may 
be few er of these latter than there w ere a few 
d ecad es ago; bu t it is ju st as tru e tod ay as it ever 
was, th at there is party politics in every pu blic 
qu estion , an d there probably alw ay s w ill be.

tax. 
The 
gas 
com m ittee 
was 
headed by A rther J. W eav er, jr., 
and the other by Stanley Maly. 
Com mittee Report. 
M aly’s com m ittee m ade a report 
and recommended that a reduction 
in fares be accepted, along w ith a 
sm all annual fee against each bus 
and streetcar. 
It was specifically 
stated that the lower fare—5 cents 
—would be in lieu of an increase 
in occupation tax. 
When W eav er's com m ittee by a 
v ote of 2 to 1 reported, the ac­ 
ceptance of a proposal for lower 
rates was recommended, in lieu of 
an occupation tax. 
The reduc­ 
tion am ounted to $77,000, increas­ 
ing to $181,000 cuts in rates since 
last winter.

With those word.s President 
Roasevelt vetoed last week a 
resolution to commemorate this 
day. 
The president has set his face 
against any celebration of the 
day, 
against proclaiming

while 
their 
diplomats 
were 
talking peace in Washington, 
against recalling the unreadi­ 
ness of America’s Pacific bas­ 
tion. They are not the occasion 
for a holiday, but the day does 
not lack cause for pride—pride 
for what has happened since. 
2,300,000 In Air Force. 
The army has grown from 
1,500,000 to five times that size, 
with 
2,300,000 
men 
in 
the 
mightiest air force in the world. 
The navy, marine corps and 
coast guard 
have reached 
a 
strength 
of 
nearly 
3,000,000. 
The fleet is twice the size it 
was just before Pearl Harbor. 
In every part of the world, 
American 
fighting men 
have 
proved the absurdity of axis 
claims that the men of the 
democracies were decadent. 
No nation 
in history ever 
raised such a military force in 
so short a time. And to arm and 
equip its forces, the nation's 
industries, clerks and workers 
and 
management, 
have 
per­ 
formed industrial miracles. The 
stupendous output of arms has 
not 
only 
equipped 
American 
forces, but it has supplied vast 
quantities to the allied countries 
around the world.

All this began to happen im­ 
mediately after dhe blow at 
Pearl Harbor, and it gathered 
momentum during the interval 
provided by the desperate re­ 
sistance of men, too few in 
numbers and 
with too little 
equipment,

ruined his chance for a quick 
victory, and therefore his hope 
for any victory at all.

4-8 the battle of the Coral sea 
was fought. 
The Japanese had 
reached their high tide—they 
were to go no farther into the 
south Pacific. 
Battle Of Midway . 
On June 3 they landed in the 
Aleutians, but three days later 
their grand invasion fleet was in 
demoralized flight from the battle 
of 
Midway.

7,

marines landed on Guadalcanal 
and Tulagi in the Solomon islands, 
and the offensive had passed from 
the Japanese to the allies. Slowly 
at

Pacific, under MacArthur in New 
Guinea, now under Nimitz in the 
Gilbert islands, all of them grow­ 
ing in power, and eventually to 
be joined by Mountbatten from 
India.
